The great majority of the Societies deferred registering their Rules during the 
first Six Months permitted by the present Act ; when, therefore, the period 
arrived which made it imperative to do so, the Board caused a copy of Rules to 
he prepared, adapted, with very slight alteration, to the operation of the system 
in every locality, and these having been certified by the Barrister as legal, were 
printed, and copies of them supplied for signature to the several Societies, with a 
recommendation for their adoption. 

With few exceptions, these Rules have been adopted, and a system of unifor- 
mity so far secured. 

The attention of the Board having been strongly called to the evils resulting 
from many local Societies, granting loans to persons residing at considerable 
distances from their offices, and with whom, therefore, it is to he presumed they 
could be little, if at all, acquainted, the Board deemed it advisable, in the 
exercise of the powers vested in them, to direct that a provision be made in the 

ules of each Society, that loans should not be granted to borrowers residing at a 
distance exceeding five miles from the office where such loans shall be issued. 

he issue of this order involved the Board in a heavy correspondence with 
many gentlemen working local Societies without any defined district, who were 
unwilling, for various reasons, to allow their operations to be curtailed. 

. e Board, however, having fully considered the subject, continue to be of 
opinion that, generally, the Rule should be adhered to. 

For the reasons assigned in their last Report, the Board did not think it expe- 
dient to recommend the appointment of more than one Inspector ; the then Lord 
Lieutenant appointed Mr. J . Garrett, with whose services the Board have every 
reason to be satisfied. 

The inspection of the several Societies has accordingly been proceeded with. 
A printed form of queries prepared under the direction of the Board, calculated 
to attord information as to the actual state of each Society when visited, is 
supplied to the Inspector, which he is required to fill up, and forward as soon

of the town that he despairs of seeing the Athy Loan Fund become a well- 

W fh St l ltS Co “ mittee letains ifcs present constitution ; that 
the interest paid to the larger depositors or debenture-holders in this fund is 
greater than that paid to the smaller holders. He remonstrated strongly against th s 
practice but as the debenture-holders form the Committee, he fea^without much 
effect. It will be observed that these remarks are of a very injurious nature, and 
reflect strongly upon the characters and the management pursued by the highly 
respectable individuals who compose the Committee of that Society; and on the 
report being printed, m consequence of a remonstrance made by that Committee 
the Board instituted a strict inquiry iuto the direction, management and pvac- 
tices of the Committee of that Society, and pronounced those charges to he 
entirely unfounded. As a matter of justice to the gentlemen whose conduct and 
character were so impugned, it was the purpose of the Board in their last Report 
to have expressed their regret that such charges should have been circulated 
under the sanction of their Report of 1843 ; but it was considered expedient on 
that occasion to present an apology to Parliament, rather than a Report, in con- 
sequence of the operations and workings of the amended Act, which entirely 
occupied the time and attention of the Board during that year. The Board 
therefore, take this opportunity of expressing how strongly they regret that charges’ 
should have been made and published so injurious to the character of highly 
respectable and benevolent individuals, who, from the best motives, have given a 
large portion of their valuable time to the establishing and onerations of an insti- 
ution worked solely for the benefit of the industrious poor in their neighbourhood 
and the Board trusts they will continue their labour of charity. It is, however’ 
due to the . Secretary to add, that the Board at that time having- no power of 
appointing inspectors, the duty of inspecting- all the Loan Funds in Ireland fell, 
m addition to his other business, upon the Secretary, and consequently his inspec- 
tions were, occasionally so hurried as to preclude that strict and accurate inquiry 
and examination which undoubtedly in such cases it was his duty to make. A 
moie regular system of inspection has been introduced, and the Board have 
a op ed such measures as will in future prevent any document of a similar nature 
appearing in print until it has been submitted to the Board. 

onsiderable diversity of opinion continues to exist among the local Managers 
as o how far the rate of discount (changed from sixpence per pound for 20 weeks 
o our-pence by the Act at present in force) is sufficient, or otherwise, to secure 
me depositors against loss. 

It will be seen by the Report in the Appendix, that whilst some gentlemen of 
grea practical experience in the working of these institutions consider the pre- 
sen iate of discount as altogether inadequate, without relying upon fines as a 
rate^uffi ! nc ° me ’ w hich a U are agreed in deprecating, others consider the present 

o Societies have even proposed to reduce the rate at present allowed to 

' 3 p ut where interest at the rate of five per cent, is to he paid for the capital, 
e oard doubt whether such a step can be taken judiciously, and they have 
meretore discouraged such reduction. 

he Board trust the time is not far distant when the local Managers will see 
e propriety of reducing the interest they pay depositors to the current rate of four 
per cent. As the average rate of interest now paid by the Savings Banks does 
^ cee . , three per cent., the depositors in Loan Funds would still enjov a 
sulerable advantage at the reduced rate proposed. 

3t>5 ’ A 3 The 
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The Board have not failed to urge upon the local Managers the importance of 
reserving any profits they may have realized until a sufficient rest is secured, cal- 
culated to guard -the interests of the depositors under all contingencies, but in 
every case to reserve the profits of the year entire until its close, as directed by 
the Act. 

But very few Societies availed themselves of the provisions of the 28th clause 
of the Act to issue monthly loans, during the past year, which may be accounted 
for from the fact. of a large number of the local Managers remaining doubtful 
how far it would be prudent to continue their operations at all, under the restric- 
tions imposed by the Act now in force. The Board’s next Report will, they 
anticipate, show a very large increase in the number of Societies issuing loans to 
be repaid by monthly or two-monthly, instead of weekly, instalments. 

The Board approving of monthly loans in agricultural districts, and powers to 
this effect having been granted by the late Act, and finding that the Societies 
generally had not availed themselves of it, the Board, on the 21st day of February 
last, directed a circular to be prepared and issued to all Societies in connexion 
with it, in which the following paragraph will be found : — 

“ Monthly Loans. 

“The Board desire to call the attention of the local Managers to a fact which 
appears not to be generally "known ; viz., that by the 28th section of the Act 
6 &c 7 Viet., c. 91, they are empowered to issue loans to be repaid in instalments 
of four shillings per month, or eight shillings per two months, charging interest at 
the rate not exceeding 7 \d. in the pound on the sum issued for a period of 
five months, or 1 \d. per pound per month. 

“ The Board consider this description of loan preferable to the weekly system 
for an agricultural district, as the borrowers have more time to make their loans 
productive, and have not to make so many journeys to the office. These loans are 
also attended with much less trouble .and inconvenience to the gentlemen who so 
kindly devote their time to working these institutions for the benefit of their 
poorer neighboms. 

“ Any Society which desires to avail itself of this section of the Act, and issue 
monthly loans, should send up three copies of the following Rule, signed by three 
members for certification : — 

“ Additional Rule of the Loan Fund. 

“ That the Society be empowered to issue a portion of its capital, not exceeding 
pounds, in (monthly or two-monthly loans, as the case may be), 
charging interest, and keeping a separate account thereof, in conformity with the 
28th section of the Act 6 & 7 Viet., c. 91, and otherwise in conformity with the 
certified Rules of the Society.”

funds. COUNTY ARMAGH.— Tandragee. 

County Armagh. My continued conviction, upon long experience, is, that no Loan Fund ought to be without 
Tandragee. a charitable pawn office, wherever a common pawnbroker’s shop exists ; where there is none, 
1 would not introduce what L consider to be in its best form but a necessary evil, but would 
only desire to see it used as a means to mitigate that evil. 



COUNTY CAVAN. — Kingscourt. 

County Cavan. Repeatedly have the poor been preserved from the grinding grasp of the usurer; re- 
Kingscourt. peatedly have they been saved from the heavy expense and loss of time consequent on 
processing for the recovery of small debts ; repeatedly have the tradesman and dealer been 
supplied with the means of carrying on their respective callings, and repeatedly have the 
grateful thanks of the humbler classes in this locality been expressed for the benefits they 
have received and continue to receive from this institution. 

The Managers would beg leave to call the attention of the Board to the discouragement 
some of the clauses of the late Loan Act throw in the way of the extension of this most 
useful system ; they refer especially .to the reduction of discount ; this item making to any 
one borrower only the insignificant difference of a few pence on each loan, yet in the aggre- 
gate amount to a considerable item ; and as from the more careful working of the system 
there are scarcely any fines, the amount at the year’s end will scarcely cover the necessary 
expenses of management, interest, &c., especially in those localities where money may not 
easily be procured under a rate of 6 per cent, interest. Now, gentlemen devoting their time 
gratuitously in watching over and attending to the proper working of the institution would 
expect to have at least some surplus to be laid out in charitable grants, such as clothing, 
provision and fuel, for poor householders, and also for educational purposes, &c., but this 
cannot be expected on the reduction system.

On the whole, the Managers would respectfully remonstrate against the lowered discount 
as a measure tending to discourage or break up Loan Funds in the poorer and more popu- 
lous localities where they are most wanted, and where their favourable influence on character 
is not the lowest claim they have to public patronage. 



COUNTY CLARE. — Miltowm Malbay. 

The Committee beg to call particular attention to the trifling balance in favour of the County Clare. 
Society at foot of the Profit and Loss Account, although the capital has been turned fully Miltown Malbay. 
five times, and from which it will be seen that if any bad debts had been incurred, (a loss 
which the best regulated Loan Funds are more or less subject to), or if any portion of the 
capital had been suffered to remain unemployed, the balance must have been against the 
Society, and thereby bring the character of the Managers into disrepute with the pro- 
prietary. This has been caused by the reduction of the interest from 6 d. to 4 d. per pound, 
an act which your Committee consider impolitic, and which from their knowledge they can 
state has not been received as a boon by the borrowers, while the dissolving of the Society 
would be looked upon as a veiy serious calamity ; and to this end it must tend, if an alteration 
be not made in the law in that respect; and your Committee are resolved, under existing 
circumstances, in case they should incur any loss, to wind up the affairs of the Loan Fund 
with as liitle delay as possible. 

The Committee have been hitherto in the habit of appropriating a small sum out of the 
profits to some local charity, being aware that such an application of it was grateful to the 
shareholders ; but they are precluded the gratification for the present year, owing to the 
cause above stated. 



COUNTY CORK.— Kilgariffe. 

The Trustees see no reason to doubt the usefulness of this Society, which they think is 
to a considerable extent the means of promoting industry. The fact that ,it has not been 
requisite actually to issue a summons in a single instance from the commencement of the 
Society, and that no losses of bad debts have been sustained, appears to the Trustees a good 
proof that the loans are turned to good account. 

The diminution of the discount allowed by Act of Parliament renders the continuance of 
the Society rather uncertain, especially as the sum of 100 1 . Irish, which had been lent .by 
the Reproductive Loan Society at two per cent., has been withdrawn.

Report, feel pleasure in being able to testify to the continued usefulness of the Society and 
the increasing confidence of all the debenture-holders in the security lent on the faith of the 
persons entrusted with the managements of the funds. 



COUNTY DONEGAL.— Church-hill. 

County Dottfegal. It has no# become so common to cry down the Loan Fund system, and to say, 
Chtfrch -bill. « it j s ,< u i aous ” that we feel called upon as residents and managers to state what we see 
and what we believe to be probably the beneficial results from it in our own district, noticing 
the o-ood it effects, and the evils it prevents. And first, then, the habits of punctuality it 
induces, proved, we would say, by the fact already stated of 1,267 borrowers paying with- 
out a fine at all, and the small sum of 6 1. 0 s. 5 d. only being received in fines throughout the 
year from the remaining 163 borrowers : Second, the inducement held out for the main- 
tenance of good character, without which securities will not be got ; nor will the Committee 
grant loans, as they invariably endeavour to draw a line between those who are well 
conducted and those who are not, and on many occasions stopping loans when the individuals 
have been found to transgress the laws, or that any immoral conduct has been made known: 
Third, not only supplying the means of industry, but also the motive to industry ; here 
St is well known, ancl can be satisfactorily proved, that thriftiness and active busy exertion 
have been created in houses and families where listless, hopeless indolence alone prevailed 
before. Many holding mountain tracts are enabled to purchase cattle for themselves, 
who formerly depended on grazing cattle for others; poor women who knew not what to 
do when yarn became a bad price are enabled to trade and deal and earn an honest liveli- 
hood. The first evil prevented, which we notice, is the poor of every description being very 
much taken out of the hands of usurers, and the great evil of the “ trust meal ” system 
considerably lessened, insomuch that at the last October quarter sessions of Letterkenny 
there were but 500 processes, when formerly 1,700 and 2,000 were common, and mostly 
proceeding from these dealings. We believe the reduction in the civil bill business is 
mainly attributable to the Loan Funds established in the neighbourhood. There is another 
evil, in a great measure remedied, which we have been requested to notice by one who is 
most thoroughly acquainted with the state of the poor ; it is the numerous instances in 
which they are saved from making ruinous sales of their little property. Before Loan Funds 
existed, when a demand came for money, which the poor man had not the foresight or self- 
denial to lay by week by week, what did he do ? He sold his oats on the foot, green, for 
'half, or perhaps quarter its value. This was extremely common ; or, if he was rich enough 
to have a cow, he sold her, perhaps at a time when she was so poor, or the price of cattle so 
low, that he would not get half her value, and he and his family were left to eat their 
food dry; or, perhaps, he had a horse by which he earned his bread, or worked his farm; 
the horse was sold in the same way, with still more calamitous results. It would be too 
tedious to go further into details, which could be gathered but too abundantly. But now, 
when the press comes for money, the poor man borrows atthe Loan Fund to meet his wants; 
his property is saved ; his weekly instalments are made up by various little ways— the sale 
of eggs, butter, yarn, or by wages or job-work ; but something is always devised to enable 
them to make up money weekly, and. they must be self-denying in things on which they 
were tempted to squander before, tea, one of them; happily, whiskey is now comparatively little 
used. We also see an improvement in the state of the peasantry generally in the district, 
carts and farming implements are multiplied and of a better description, and some little 
efforts are. visible (we mean among the poor, of course), at the better farming and more 
timely labour which is now happily becoming more common than it was in a richer gra e 
in this country. We consider the opportunity which the Loan Fund gives of getting go 
seed and at a right season not the least important of its beneficial results. Mendicity, too, 
is much less common, and we might go on to enumerate, but think that what we iave 
stated is sufficient to convince any candid mind which knows the want of capital and t e 
character of the Irish people generally, of the applicableness and salutary effects o a 
system which supplies the one, and for the improvement of the other gives a stimulus to 
industry, to foresight, and something like systematic exertion and punctuality, an an 
inducement to general good conduct, as it were, bringing down or adding the law of opinion 
■to aid the maintenance of it (a law which in that rank is but too much disregarded), 
habits strengthen by exercise, and we would hope those we have already spoken o ^ 
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being induced are likely to remain, thus raising the moral as well as the social condition of 
the lower orders. 

We would acknowledge there may be evils in this system (we know of none of human 
invention without some), and we are sure that where the business of a committee is loosely 
done, or, perhaps, left entirely to clerks to be transacted by them in addition to their own 
that evils must ensue ; but where the giving of loans is carefully watched, and attempts at 
fraud detected, exposed and punished, and fines strictly imposed, and the penalties enforced 
by the detention of the next loan for a fortnight, a month or three months, for one, two or 
three fines, and allowing no borrower who has been fined more than three times to get 
another loan on any plea, we do say that we consider the good done must be far more than 
commensurate with any evil that can arise from a Loan Fund, which is nothing more than 
a Bank conducted on a small, safe and equitable system, protected by the\w of the 
land, and devised to meet the wants and circumstances of the poor man. 

Raphoe. 

We cannot help thinking that it would have been far more prudent to have left a certain 
discretion as to the reduction of the interest paid on loans to the Managers of the several 
societies, to be regulated by them according to local circumstances. 



COUNTY DUBLIN. — Balbuiggan. 

The Managers of this Loan Fund have the pleasure to announce that though the County Dublin, 
original debenture-holders have as yet received six per cent, interest, and though only 4 d. in B&lbriggan. ’ 
the pound has been charged to borrowers, yet the net profits of the past year amount to 
28 1. 19s. 6 d. 



COUNTY FERMANAGH. — Chrichton. 

The Committee of Management feel great pleasure in being able to state that this Coaaty Fermanagh 
Society continues to be highly prosperous, and its funds secure, which is no doubt to be Chrichton. 
attributed in a great degree to the precaution used in recommending applicants for loans 
but more particularly to the business-like habits and regularity of the persons who are’ 
immediately entrusted with the management of the institution; as a proof of public con- 
fidence, the capital of this society is now composed of the deposits made from the savings of 
the farmers and tradesmen of the neighbourhood. The prudence and punctuality of the 
borrowers are manifest from the great decrease of fines and arrears due, when compared 
with the large sum in circulation during the course of the past year; only 14 summonses 
were issued, and in no instance have the sureties been obliged to make good the defaults 
of the borrowers. The weekly statement-book which was put into operation after the 
Inspector s visit in March last, lias been found of incalculable benefit in carrying out the 
system, and detecting any errors which might unintentionally creep in. ° 



COUNTY GALWAY. — Movntshannon. 

The Committee of the Mountehannon Loan Fund, in laying before the subscribers and County Galw.y. 
the Central Loan Fund Board the Report for the year 1844, have only to add to the state- Mountsbannon. 
ments of former Reports, that they consider the system of two-monthly repayments 
preferable to all others, particularly in an agricultural . district. This community is con- 
tinuing to confer great benefit in this district, not only as accommodating those who require 
capital, but as a secure depository for those who have already saved any. 



KING’S COUNTY.— Bellair. 

This Fund has gone on prosperously during the year which has now ended, conferring King’s County. 
6 man y and great benefits which such institutions are calculated to do on the poor Bellair. 
around. r 
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The Treasurer of this Society having heard the use of Loan Funds questioned, and beino- 
desirous of ascertaining the justice of the objections urged against them, has been for some 
time employed in making inquiries of those persons most competent to form a correct 
judgment in the matter (that is, of the poor themselves, as well borrowers as others), and the 
instances are very rare indeed in which benefits more or less great have not been proved to 
have been obtained from the loans, so much so that, judging from his experience, there 
are few institutions for benefiting the poor which he conceives carry out that object better. 

Clara. 

Clara. With respect to an outcry which they (the Managers) believe has been raised against 

Loan Funds in general by magistrates and other public functionaries, as detrimental to the 
interests of the persons for whose benefit they were originally intended, there is one very 
obvious, and, perhaps, necessary remark, that such persons have cognizance only of cases 
arising out of fraud or improvidence, while they have no opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with the multitudinous cases in which difficulties have been surmounted by the neces- 
sitous, and their exertions rewarded with prosperity through the instrumentality of these 
institutions. 



COUNTY LEITRIM.- Cloone. 

County Leitrim. It is with much pleasure we observe that the approbation which this Society hitherto 
Cloone. received from the public still continues ; its usefulness is more and more felt. We could 
adduce many instances of the benefits which it has conferred, but shall close our Report 
by referring to the many labourers and mechanics who are enabled, by loans from this 
Society, to lay in their provisions at market price, instead of purchasing them (as formerly) 
from ratailers at an exorbitant rate on six months' credit, and to the farmers who are 
enabled to purchase stock for their farms, and, in many instances, to pay their rent, without 
being obliged to dispose of their crops at a disadvantageous season. 

Mohill.. 

Mohill, Many instances could be enumerated in which the borrowers have derived especial 

benefit from this Society, and it could be borne testimony to that no small portion of them 
have been prevented from becoming paupers, and reduced to the necessity of taking 
shelter in the workhouse, in consequence- of the aid afforded them by this excellent 
institution. - 

The Committee, in conclusion, join in saying that this and kindred societies have saved 
the poor from paying usurious interest on small sums of money to persons who are ever 
ready to take advantage of their distress ; a system prevalent to a frightful extent in this 
neighbourhood before the Society commenced its operations. 



COUNTY LIMERICK.— Limerick Jubilee.

We find that the system of accounts adopted by this Society, as recommended by the 
Loan Fund Board, continues to give satisfaction, and enables us to get through a large 
amount of business with regularity and correctness. 

We further deem it necessary to remark, that the low rate of id. in the pound to which 
the interest charged by this Society is now reduced, would not be adequate to support its 
expenses and risks, were not a considerable portion of our capital our own, and therefore 
freed from interest. Consequently, in our opinion, such establishments, when subject to 
interest for perhaps the whole of their capital, can scarcely maintain their position with 
satisfaction or safety at so low a rate of remuneration, which should, we think, be advanced 
to at least five-pence in the pound, instead of four-pence, inasmuch as the difference to the 
borrowers would be quite unfelt and insignificant, while it would materially tend to protect 
those establishments from the effects of unavoidable expenses and hazards, and thereby 
secure to the public the greater permanency and safety of such institutions. 



COUNTY 
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COUNTY MAYO.— Ballaghaderin. 

This Society beg to represent the serious costs to which societies may be driven, from the 
useless and reckless litigation of others, without any fault whatever of theirs, and they beg 
to suggest as a remedy against such losses, that a provision might be made by which the 
parties should be prevented from suing any person as the officer of a Loan Fund Society, 
without having first given security to the Secretary of the Central Loan Fund Board for the 
payment (in case of defeat) of costs to which they so unjustly put the Society. 



COUNTY MEATH.— Athboy. 

The Society appears to be working well, and has been of the greatest use. I think that 
the discount at four-pence in the pound will be ample. I believe we will be obliged this year 
to extend our capital considerably, which will be a proof, both that the Society is working 
well, and that the reduced rate of interest is considered to be sufficient. 



QUEEN’S COUNTY.— Montrath. 

The past year has been no ordinary one in the history of Loan Funds in Ireland. It 
has witnessed the trial of an experiment made by the government of the country, as to how 
low a rate of discount such societies could receive, and vet not endanger the funds with which 
they are worked. The result of this experiment, so far as they are concerned, the Committee 
of the Montrath Loan Fund wish briefly to state. They have been very careful and 
cautious in the selection of borrowers ; they have curtailed their expenditure in all its 
branches ; that of salaries very considerably indeed. They regret the necessity that com- 
pelled them to reduce this item so much below what they consider a reasonable remuneratio 11 
for the amount of labour to be performed ; also the condition of the labouring and farming 
classes in this district of the country is now and has been for the past year far better than 
for many years preceding. Yet with all these circumstances in their favour, the Committee 
found it difficult to keep their ground. It will be seen by reference to the annexed account, 
that they have realized a net profit of 15 l. 17 s. 10 d. on the year’s transactions. This is 
pretty fair, but to what is it owing ? to the surplus profit of 200 1. odd, which has been work- 
ing free of expense to the society. The experiment has thus received what may be justly 
called a fair trial made under favourable circumstances ; therefore any deductions made from 
fact, resulting from such experiment, must, we think, be deemed correct and worthy of 
notice. One point, at least, has been fully established, namely, that Loan- Societies in 
Ireland cannot continue to work at four-pence in the pound, the present rate of discount, 
unless they derive a heavy income from fines and other impositions that are incompatible 
with the object for which they are established. 



COUNTY TIPPERARY.— Cahib. 

The Directors of the Cahir Loan Fund Society trust that the reports from other societies, 
with a small amount of fines (as well as this), will be such as to convince the Central Board 
of the inexpediency of the discount having been reduced to four-pence in (he pound, and 
will induce them to endeavour to procure an alteration in the law. 

It has been concluded to continue this institution for a while longer, although the profits 
are not adequate to the risk incurred ; for although the Society has heretofore escaped loss, 
it must be provided against, for the sake of the depositors. 

Nenagh. 

Numerous instances in which loans have been beneficial to industrious and well-con- 
ducted borrowers have come to the knowledge of the Committee, and cases in which an 
injurious effect has been the result are very few, and altogether induced by the improper 
conduct of the parties concerned. The farmer, tradesman, labourer and small dealer, in 
fact all classes whose only capital is industry and manual labour, have been considerably 
benefited. As yet there has not been any bad debt contracted by the Society ; there are, 
it is true, -some of doubtful character on the face of the books, and until it is ascertained they 
are irrecoverable, the trustees think it better not to pronounce them decidedly bad. The 
a Pplications for loans are very numerous, and increasing weekly, on the part of the people.

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The Fund is universally considered in the country round as the greatest possible benefit 
The Trustees and Committee have been all very attentive and painstaking, avoiding, as far 
as in their power, the granting of loans to improvident persons ; any doubt or difficultv 
they have met with in the construction of the late Act of Parliament, or any information 
they may have required, in order to carry out correctly the intentions of the Legislature 
and wishes of the Central Board, they feel most grateful to Mr. Piesse for his prompt and 
satisfactory communications on all occasions, both by letter and personally, in supplying 
them with the information sought for. 



' COUNTY TYRONE.— Kildress. 

The advantages of the Loan Fund are appreciated by the people. Very few are now in 
the hands of usurers, and many who would be obliged to sell the produce of their farms, as 
they could, for rent, &c., are enabled by a loan, effected at a trifling cost, to keep it for the 
most profitable market. The Committee do not hesitate to say that the Loan Fund has 
done and is doing much good in the neighbourhood. 

Termon. 

While the charge of 6 d. for discount was no burthen on the borrower, its reduction to 
4 d. in the pound has in some measure discouraged the conductors of the Society, who find 
that their means of doing much additional good (and which was the only remuneration they 
sought for their labour) have been straitened. 



COUNTY WEXFORD.— Gore y. 

Your Committee would wish to bring strongly before your notice the ruinous consequences 
of the reduction of the discount, as shown by this year’s account of our Loan Fund. The 
expenditure, without any grants, compared with the receipts, if we deduct the amount of 
fines (which, doubtless, ought not to be calculated on as a permanent source of revenue) 
would not leave a sufficient surplus for the sinking fund recommended by your Board. 

It is likewise worthy of consideration that the diminution in the numbers of borrowers of 
the past year, as compared with the preceding one, shows that the former rate of discount 
did not operate as an impediment to the useful working of the Society. 



New Ross National. 

From every careful inquiry that they have been enabled to make, the Committee are 
persuaded that the majority of the borrowers is much benefited by the accommodation 
they receive. The cases in which parties are injured by the working of the Loan Funds 
form the exception to the general rule, and they are very few. Many who were the victims 
to heartless money-lenders appreciate the advantages here held out to them ; 40 per cent, 
per annum is no unusual rate of interest with such persons ; and in cases of sickness, mor- 
tality amongst their cattle, or failure of their crops, the instances were not unfrequent in 
which farmers were obliged to submit to such ruinous terms. It has been recently charged 
to a party, who from repeated defalcation in the repayment of his loans was refused a renewal 
of it by the Society.

The Managers would add, that if expense of management were charged or incurred, as 
would be reasonable, the Society should cease to exist, which is an evil they are apprehen- 
sive may arise to many Loan Funds of small capitals by reason of the reduction of the 
interest.

the past year. 6

REPORT of the Committee of Aud^t on the Note and Debenture Issue, and Board 's 
Expenditure of 1844. 

The Committee appointed to audit the Note and Debenture Issue of 1844, met on the Report, Committee 
8th instant for this purpose. of Audit. 

The Committee report, that having examined the minutes, they find that 800,000 were 
ordered by the Board in the course of the past year. 

Of this number, 609,400 have been issued, ns pel- the note account up to the 31 st of De- 

cember, and 290,600 remained in stock at that date. 

The Committee, after taking into account the number of notes issued since the 1st of 
January, found the residue in stock to be, as they believe, perfectly correct, but the greater 
part of these notes remained in the office unpacked in the state received from the printer. 

The Committee report that 8,000 debentures were ordered by the Board, and numbered 
1 to 8 , 000 . Of this number 4,676 were issued up to the Slst December, of which they 
examined the counterfoils, and found the same perfectly correct. 

The Committee have to refer to the annexed account, by whica it appears that the sum of 
2,539 Z. 3s. id. for the above 609,400 notes at 1 d. each, and 233 Z. 16 s. for the 4 , 676 - 
debentures at 1 s. each, has been duly lodged to the Board’s credit. 

A sum of 3 Z. 1 s. 6 d. received for stamping certain notes irregularly issued by the 
Drogheda Loan Fund, and a sum of 1 Z. Os. 2 d. for stamping notes forGraig Loan Fund 
have been also lodged. 

A sum of 11 1 18 s. 11 a. has been lodged from the assets of the late Knock Loan Fund, 
and a sum of 6 /. IOs. 1 d. from the Olifden, No. 2 , Loan Fond Assets. These sums form part 
of a temporary lodgment to the credit of this Board of a sum advanced by Government 
to the above Societies, and are held at its disposal. 

The Committee find that drafts for all expenses of Central Loan Fund Board, including 
office expenses and printing, notes and debentures, to the amount of 1,354 Z. 17 s. 8 d. have 
been drawn in conformity to the minutes. 

One draft for postage, amounting to 46 Z. 2 s. 2 d., had not been paid in by the. Post-office at 
the date of balance ; thus leaving the drafts debited to the Board at 1,308 Z. 15 s. 6 d. 

These drafts being deducted from the amounts paid in as above stated, and as per annexed 
account, the balance to the Board’s credit stands at 1,735 /. 4s. 3 d., which is the sum also 
reported by the Bankas credited to the Board at the same date of balance. 

It will be evident from the above summary and the annexed account, that the account of 
the Note and Debenture Issue is perfectly correct, and that all the sums received for notes 
and debentures have been paid in to the Board’s credit. 

The Committee wish to express their satisfaction at the mode of account adopted by 
your Secretary, with a view of affording facilities for readily checking the issue of notes and 
debentures, and they find that a ledger account has also been opened with each Society in 
connexion -with the Board, so that the number of notes issued to, and the amount received 
rom, each Society can b.e readily ascertained ; this ledger also furnishing a further check upon 
the issue. 1
